Festival Will Be Better Than 
Ever—Many Outside 
Entries, 


The seventh Alberta Competition 
Festival opens next Tuesday morning, 
the 19th inst., at nine o'clock, in the 
auditorium of the First Presbyterian 
church, and continues for three days, 
If the interest and attendance .come up 
to last year, it will surely be a red- 
letter event In the musical life of the 
community, and re-act, as it always 
has since the first year it was held, ir, 


being a stimulous to better work in the 
future, 

It might be well to go back to the 
beginning of things, and tell the newer 
comers as well as remind the old 
timers just how ia Festival competl- 
tion came into bélng. 

Started In 1908. 

A number of leading musicians of 
the clty, notably Jackson Hanby, now 
of Victoria, B.C., Vernon Barford and 
Howard Stutchbury, met early In 
1908 to discuss the possibility of as- 
sembling sufficient musical talent in 
Alberta for a musical-organization to 
compete for the trophy offered by the 
then governor-general, The opinion 
was unanimous that such an under- 
taking would not be practicable on ac- 
count of the expense involved. How- 
éver, it was decided that a good plan 
would be to found a competition Fes- 
tival for the encouragement of music 
throughout the province generally. Out 
of this came the first Festival, which 
was held in Edmonton, May 5, 1908, 
with competition open to the choirs of 
the province, to double mixed quar- 
tettes, male voice choirs, male quar- 
tettes, and amateur vocalists; amateur 
pianists under sixteen years of age, 
and open competition for amateur 
pianists, 

Although the interest among must- 
clans was lively, very little interest 


was taken by the public generally in 
this first competition.

GAS ELECTRICITY 
PROVED GHEAPE 


Remarkable Results of Experi- 
ments in Cooking Made 
in St, Louis, 


“ELECTRIC WEEK” HERE 
BEGINS MONDAY, MAY 25 


‘White Coal’ Way Also Clean- 
er, More Convenient and 
Comfortable. 


That in a nine pound leg of mutton 
as much as one and a half pounds of 
meet may be saved in cooking in an 
electric oven, compared with cooking 
the same joint by gas or coal, has been 
proved by a number of practical ex- 
periments. 

Kyery housewife knows that the size 
and weight of a joint is considerably 
reduced after cooking in a gas or coal 
fire oven. lt is not, however, gener- 
ally known that with an electric oven 
this shrinking is much less than by 
any other method, 

A number of careful and independ- 
ent tesis have shown that there Is a 
shrinkage of 25 to 35 per cent. in the 
weight of meat cooked by gas or coal 
Whereas the same kind of food cooked 
to the same degree by the electric 
way loses only 10 or 16 per cent of Its 
original weleht. This {s due to the 
fact that the heat of the electric oven 
{s perfectly uniform and also that it 
{s not necessary to keep opening the 
oven door to watch the progress of the 
cookin. From experience one quickly 
learns just the right time in which to 
cook a Joint of a certain size and as the 
‘heat produced Js always exactly the 
same {It is a simple matter to estimate 
the proper time for cooking without 
opening the oven door, This 1s an 
important feature as it means a sav- 
ing of meat and consequently mooney. 

A meeting was held recently in St. 
Louls under the ausplees of the local 
section of the American Institute of 
Electrical engineers at which Dr, Har- 
vey M. Hill gave an address on “The 
Application of Electricity {n the Mo- 
dern Hone”. During his lecture Dr. 
Hill made experiments 
that a roast which he cooked In an 
electric stove lost only 13 per cent. of 
its welsht in the process, whereas It 
cooked In a gas stove the loss was 
rarely, if ever, less than 30 per cent. 
With gas at 80 cents per thousand 
cubic feet and electricity at 5.7 cents 
(6 cents less § per cent.) which are 
the conditions met with in St. Louls, 
the cost of fuel would have been about 
8 cents for gas.and 8 cents for the 
electric way. The saving in the meat, 
however, by the use of electricity 
would amount to about 14 cents, show- 
ing that even with the more expensive 
fuel item the electric cooking would be 
cheaper by 9 cents, and even tf gas 
were free, electric cooking would be 
cheaper by 6 cents. Of course there 
was also the advantage of the electric 
way being cleaner, more convenient 
and without dirt, soot, smoke, fumes 
and uncomfortable heat. While these 
qualities are not dealt with when com- 
paring costs yet they are certainly 
worth considering, 

In Edmonton the rates for electric 
cooking are less than given in the 
above example, being four cents per 
unit (less 5 per cent, discount) so that 
the cost here would be even smaller 
than in St. Louls, With the fireless 
cooker type of oven the cost for elec- 
tricity would be further reduced as the 
current is turned on for only a short 
time, then cut off and the cooking 
completed without further cost. In 
addition to the economy already shown 
to be effected by electric cooking, there 
is the saving of spoiled food insepar- 
able from gas and coal cooking be- 
cause the thermostat attachment ef- 
fectively prevents the contents from 
being overcooked or burned. Con- 
sidering these facts it Is not sufficient 
to merely compare the cost for fuel 
and the cost for electricity, for the 
electric method produces results unob- 
tainable In any other way. Added to 
the cost of any other method is the 
value of the food saved when the elec- 
tric way is used, The citizens of Ed- 
monton will haye an opportunity of 
seeing for themselvea from May 25 to 
86 Just what electric cooking offers, for 
on those dates an “Electric Week” will 
be held here and practical demonstra- 
tlons given In the various stores.
